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IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the four weeks ending March 15 
was up 4 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 2 per cent 
from the corresponding period in 1947 and for the first 4 
months of the year was 3 per cent above the same period 
last year according to the New York Times index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4 week period were 
up 24 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were 2 per 
cent below the corresponding period of 1947 and for the 
first 4 months of 1948 were 6 per cent below the same 
period last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City dropped 2 per cent 
in April from March but were 14 per cent above April 
1947 and for the first 4 months of the year were 13 per 
cent above the same period last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was down 2 per cent in April from 
March and is at about the same level as in April 1947. For 
the first 4 months of the year, however, industrial produc- 
tion was 1 per cent above the same period last year.

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COLUMBUS 

April sales of 182 independent retailers decreased 
5 per cent from March, increased 9 per cent from 
April, 1947, and 12 per cent for the first 4 months 
of 1948 as compared with the same period of 1947. 
Bank debits decreased 3 per cent from March but 
increased 6 per cent from April, 1947. The total 
value of building permits increased 244 per cent 
from March and 58 per cent for the year to date, 
compared with 1947. 

Employment in manufacturing industries dropped 
1 per cent from March and non-manufacturing 
dropped 2 per cent. Pay rolls in both manufacturing 
and non-manufacturing industries increased 1 per 
cent from March. 


DAYTON 

Retail sales of 35 independent retailers decreased 3 
per cent in April from March, decreased fractionally 
from April, 1947, but increased 6 per cent for the 
first 4 months of 1948 as compared with the same 
period 1947. Bank debits decreased 3 per cent from 
March but increased 4 per cent from April, 1947. 
Industrial power consumption increased 4 per cent 
from last month. The total value of building permits 
issued increased 66 per cent from March and 30 per 
cent from April, 1947. 

Manufacturing employment decreased 2 per cent 
and non-manufacturing employment decreased frac- 
tionally from March. Manufacturing pay rolls de- 
clined 4 per cent and non-manufacturing pay rolls 
declined 1 per cent from March. 


TOLEDO 

Retail sales of 139 independent retailers decreased 
7 per cent from March but increased 16 per cent 
from April, 1947, and 17 per cent for the first 4 
months of 1948 as compared with the same period of 
1947. Bank debits decreased 3 per cent from March. 
Industrial power consumption decreased fractionally 
from March but increased 9 per cent from April, 
1947. The total value of building permits issued in- 
creased 130 per cent from March. 

The number employed in manufacturing indus- 
tries decreased 3 per cent in March and in non- 
manufacturing industries decreased 1 per cent. Man- 
ufacturing pay rolls showed an 8 per cent drop and 
non-manufacturing showed a 2 per cent drop in 
April from March. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Sales of 148 independent retail stores increased 15 
per cent from March, 19 per cent from April, 1947, 
and 16 per cent for the first 4 months of 1948 as 
compared with the same period last year. Bank 
debits increased 3 per cent from March. Industrial 
power consumption dropped 12 per cent from March 
but increased 4 per cent from April, 1947. The total 
value of building permits issued decreased 42 per 
cent from last month. The steel industry operating 
tate also decreased 39 per cent from March and 32 
per cent from April, 1947. 

The number employed in manufacturing industries 
decreased 2 per cent from March. Manufacturing 
pay rolls decreased 6 per cent in April from March. 
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Changes in the economic well being of production work- 
ers and low- and medium-salaried workers are reflected in 
the trends of weekly earnings along with the purchasing 
power of the weekly earnings (actual earnings adjusted 
for changes in the cost of living). Such trends for Ohio 
are presented in the accompanying table and charts. 

Money Earnings of Employees (Gross before Deductions) 

Manufacturing production workers in Ohio, who num- 
bered about 1.2 million in April, 1948, earned on the aver- 
age about $28 per week in 1939. Following 1939, weekly 
earnings steadily increased as a result of both increased 
hourly rates and hours of work per week. A wartime 
high of $55 per production worker per week was earned in 
February, 1945. With the end of the war in August, 1945, 
weekly earnings dropped due to the decrease in the length

of the work week with its premium pay for overtime. At 
the close of 1945, weekly earnings were down to about $45. 

Lergely as a result of increases in hourly rates, gross 
weekly earnings in the middle of 1946 began an upward 
trend which has, in general, continued into 1948. The an- 
nual average weekly earnings for 1947 were $53.54. By 
April, 1948, weekly earnings were up to $56, slightly 
above the wartime high. The postwar weekly earnings, it 
should be noted, are based largely on a 40-hour work week 
while the wartime highs were based on a longer work 
week, 

Wholesale Trade employees other than supervisors and 
executives, numbering roughly 140 thousand in April, 1948, 
generally earned about the same as production workers in 
manufacturing industries during the immediate prewar 
years. In 1989, average weekly earnings were close to $29. 
While weekly earnings of employees in wholesale trade 
increased during the war period, the increase was not as 
great as that which occurred in the earnings of production 
workers in manufacturing industries. Annual average 
weekly earnings of wholesale trade employees were up to 
$43 in 1944 and $47 in 1945. In the postwar period, weekly 
earnings registered minor gains until the latter part of 
1947 when a slight reversal in trend occurred which 
brought the average weekly earnings down to $45 in April, 
1948. 

Retail Trade employees other than supervisors and exec- 
utives, totaling over 300,000 in April, 1948, earned less than 
employees in either manufacturing industries or whole- 
sale trade. On the average, employees in retail trades 
earned $21 in 1939. During the war, weekly earnings of 
retail trade employees increased to an annual average of 
$27 in 1944. In the postwar period, weekly earnings of

retail trade employees did not drop off as did earnings of 
production workers in manufacturing industries but in- 
creased, and by April, 1948, were up to more than $35. 
Per Cent Change in Gross Money Earnings 

From the week of highest earnings in 1939 to the week 
of highest earnings during the war period, weekly earn- 
ings of employees increased 78 per cent in manufacturing 
industries, 75 per cent in wholesale trade, and 35 per 
cent in retail trade. From the high point of the war period 
to April, 1948, employee weekly earnings increased close to 
2 per cent in manufacturing, registered a slight decline in 
wholesale trade, and increased 19 per cent in retail trade. 
Real Gross Wages 

When the actual dollar earnings are adjusted for changes 
in the cost of living so that the purchasing power of the 
dollar remains constant at its 1935-1939 average level, the 
result is real earnings. The trend in real earnings of em- 
ployees in manufacturing industries was up through 1944. 
In 1945 a reversal in trend took place and by April, 1948, 
real earnings were down to about the 1941 level. It should 
be noted, however, that the weekly hours worked per pro- 
duction worker during the period 1945-April, 1948, were 
generally less than during the war period. 

Real earnings of employees in wholesale trade increased 
in the years following 1939 until a high was reached in 
1945. Following 1945, weekly earnings did not increase as 
fast as did living costs and, as a result, real weekly earn- 
ings declined. By April, 1948, real earnings, that is, the 
purchasing power of the weekly dollar earnings, was less 
than in any of the years back through 1939. 

Real earnings of employees in retail trade, in general, 
were slightly less during the war period than in 1939. The 
high year in real earnings of employees in retail trade was
